“ My chances of seeing you again 
are none too good. Pray for your 
soldier in the w ert—in spite of ev­ 
erything — the east front was a 
cinch.”

R ather a blunt fellow'. B ut spirited. And cheerful. 
His forthrightness made a good I rn pix. .ion Not too hand .me, nor 
too beguiling, Im looked a true Gaul—no pun inteudtd—with ms long 


nose and sloping shoulders. 
A long nose, certainly. But not a nose to be tw eaked carelessly. 
N or were the sloping shoulders to be pushed out of the way w ithout 
a good deal of force in the push. A self-confident fighting man. T hat 
is how De Gaulle appeared to me. 
The last tim e I had been in this room of 2929, there had been 
View'* of the Rhineland and of the cathedrals of Cologne and Dresden 
on the walls. Now old French prints spotted the pale gray back­ 
ground. 
The last time here I had heard a foreign dignitary explain the po­ 
sition of his country and his own position to the Am erican public by 
way of the press. The air reverberated slightly to Teutonic gutterals. 
Today there was a pleasant hiss of French sibilants. 
At the beginning of the conference, the general responded quietly 
to the questions a.*ked him. Gradually, as he sensed the friendliness 
of the group about him and recognized his own opportunity, he grew 
m oref shall I say. typically French. Each tim e he said “France,” a 
true Frenchm an speaks it “Frohnzz,” there was a special em phasis 
in his voice. Sometimes he pounded the table for “La P atrie.” 
Again and again the same phrases—“Lee-bear-tay and Frohnzz” ; 
“Nay-go-shee-ash-ee-un avec Laz-Ata-You-Nee”; “Lee G rand-ure of 
F ro h rzz” ; “Arrange-mon pra-tique” . . . ‘ M eel-ee-taire,” "vic-tor-ee,” 
sounded In a tone of independence. 
Generally independent was the attitude of the visiting Frenchm an. 
’T he capital of France was, is, and always will be P aris!” This 
trifling around with tem porary capitals in Algiers and towns in 
France was only a confusion of the moment. Of the 
future of “Frohnzz,” Monsieur ie General has no 
French 
doubt. 
‘T h e French em pire— ?” “Ah-h-h-h!” (It was the 
sort of an exclamation that could not have been 
heard by a pre-war American tourist w ithout trav ­ 
eller* checks, a pac sport, a trip across the bounding A tlantic, and an 
entry into a complicated French port. And now it was being spoken 
w ith practically no cost at all to the American tourist and taxpayer. 
Except of course some iend-lease millions which nobody pays any 
attention to nowadays. 
“The French em pire—Ah—It will I* complete again.” "W ith Indo­ 
c h in a ? ” . . . “Ah-h-h! Naturellm ent.” 
Why, it m ight have been Winston Churchill telling the House of 
Commons about the Britiph empire after the war.
